The largest item is J18.000.000, under 
he head of "increase of the navy," 
which Is $5,000,000 more than any pre- 


ious estimate under this head.

,ting 51 in all classes, a total much 


n excess of the number under con- 
tructlon at any previous time in tho 
istory of the navy. 
These include 11 


attleahlps, 4

33 de- 
troyers and torpedo boats and several 
ilscellaneous craft, submarine boats, 
to. The item of "increase of the navy" 
overs the work already authorized and 
ow In course of construction, both in 
ngineering and structural branches 
nd is concurred in by Admirals Hich- 
ourne and Milvllle, chiefs of the con- 
traction and of the engineering1 bur- 
aus respectively.

•were once thought to be Immune, but 
we now know them to be very suscep- 
tible and readily succumb. 
The ani- 


mals usually become Infected by the 
lin^illi and spores gaining entrance into 
the alimentary canal tract, and 
some cases man becomes infected in the 
same way by eating improperly cooked 
meat; but usually the cases of anthrax 
in human beings are due to the breath- 
ing of spore-laden air, when working 
over wool or hides from diseased ani- 
mals and the Infection of cuts, scratch-

The principals of the high schools of 


the county, who came together at the 
suggestion of City Superintendent Mc- 
Lane of Fresno, met yesterday after- 
noon In the office of the County Board 
of Education In the court house. Those 
present were: Principal Dale of the 
Fowler high school. Louis K. Webb, of 
Clovis. Clyde Olney. of Sanger. A. Sor- 
ensen of the Washlnjrton union, C. a 
Taylor of Selma and Osmer Abbott of 
Fresno. Besides these principals, there 
were present also County Superintend- 
ent Ramsay, City Superintendent Mc- 
L.ane and J. A.Mllls, the last-named be- 
ing one of the trustees of the Clovis 
union high school. 


Thp purpose of the meeting was to 
Consult as to courses of study with a 
view to uniformity so that all the high 
schools of the county may be on the 
^atne basis. 
This 
will permit the 


transfer of students from one school to 
•mother without loss of study or time. 


The meeting organized as a Board of 


High School Principals, electing C. 3. 
Taylor of the Selma high school presi- 
dent *and Clyde Olney oC the Sanger 
ilgh school secretary. 
The board was

sidering various questions that must be

nlform course can be 


rranged. 
The course of study of the Fresno 


ilgh school is the best perfected in the 
county, owing to the fact that It Is the 
only one with a large corps of teachers. 
As the smaller high schools have no 
special teachers for business or Indus- 
rial courses, such studies as bookkeep- 
ng, commercial arithmetic and the like 
must be taught in place of others on the 
regular courses. 
'The desire of the 


educators present was, however, to pre- 
pare such'a course of study as might be 
worked toward by all the schools as 
.hey jrrow .older and stronger. 
Thus 


n the outline course, roughly drawn 
up yesterday, physiology, physical geog- 
raphy, botany, advanced algebra and 
Sngllsh history are on the list, but 
teachers are given the right to substi- 
tute other subjects, as bookkeeping or 
commercial arithmetic instead. 


The board recommended a four years' 
course of nine-and one-half .months 
each for all the high schools of this 
county. 
Complete literary and sci- 


entific courses were arranged, but there 
are still some differences of opinion to 
be adjusted and some changes may be 
made. 
Final action has not been ta- 


ken. 
. Although the plans that are finally 
adopted are In no way binding- on any 
of the schools. It Is probable that they 
will be put in force as nearly as circum- 
stances will permit.

Hay today to Consul Charles B. Ma- 
crum, stationed at Pretoria directing 
him to vigilantly watch developments 
in the situation and their effect upon 
American citizens and their interests 
and to provide them with all necessary 
protection in case a conflict should 
place them in danger. 
These Instruc- 


tions were sent partly upon the repre- 
sentation made to Secretary Hay yes- 
terday by Mr. Seymour of New York, 
who represents an aggregation of 
American interests in South 
Africa. 


The officials understand that the thou- 
sand Americans In the Transvaal would 
Ilk- this government to join with Great 
Britain In securing justice for the Uit- 
lanflere. 
The department has been in- 


formed that a number'of Americans In 
the Transvaal signed the recent peti- 
tion to Queen Victoria. 


In view of the fact that Americans

this place Sunday afternoon. June 4th, 
und wer* assigned quarters In the only 
building available, a convert opposite 
liaic church, and by thl« time have set- 
tled down but by no means resigned to 
our fate: our h'opea of returning home. 
on the Warren, are wreokea and we are 
probably booked to remain In Bals for 
some time. 


Opposite us lie the mountains of Ne- 


KTftf, 
here called La Sierra de Duma- 


j-uete. 
At their base sugar plantations 


dot the landscape In every direction; 
profitable ones. too. if rumor does not 
'lie. for thfi mestizo (half breed) sugar 
planters do not care to handle their 
haciendas unless they can see a 50 per 
cent net profit on their annual crop. At 
present they can afford to Import rice 
instead of cultivating It. 
When we 


reached here half the population came 
aroundun clamoring for rice and ready 
to pay good prices for It. We had but 
129 pounds, about enough for four good 
mpnlK for our 75 men, and had difficulty 
In making them understand we wanted 
to buy rice as much as they did. 


"We have trouble In our food supply, 


our oomissary has money to purchase 
fresh meats hut owing to the unsuit- 
able character of the pastures here the 
beef is tough, stringy and has an un- 
pleasant appearance and a villainous 
taste. 
Being so far away (some 500 


miles) from Manila, and the fresh meat 
(Mild storage supply ship, we have 
abandoned meat and fallen back on 
fresh 
lish. the best of which when 


caught in any quantity. Is carried to 
tho Cuba market. 12 hours distance by 
sea. and although you can usually buy 
enough for an Individual mess, 'tis like 
pullinc teeth trying to buy sufficient for 
7"i paping stomnchs. 


Whenever you make a purchase here 


•you are compelled to bargain haggle 
and beat down the price, as the first 
amount the sellers mention Is always 
•exorbitant. Prices went up 50 per cent 
the day we entered the town, pine- 
apples, mangoes, bananas, and cocoa- 
nuts were without value, as most peo- 
ple usually have such trees growing 
around their ownhouses. Tuba, the nat- 
urally fermented sap of the coeoanut 
palm was formerly 3 pints for 1 dekko 
or copper coin: now It is 1 dekko for 1 
pint. Everything else Is the same way. 
"We have completely cleared the local 
egg market, lioth for fresh eggs as well 
as had, so now It fs difficult even if you 
desired It to buy a rotten egg..Filipinos, 
like Chinese, value antique eggs more 
highly than fresh ones. 


My first ramble, a voluntary one. took 


me to the Calabozo (prison.) Rut one 
tenant was inside and he was secure In 
the. immense wooden stocks which /were 
Ibullt to accommodate 14 victims—this 
"hard featured gentleman blamed "tuba" 
•for his downfall, a sanguinary looking 
Indian .with .wooden shield, also a rude 
curved wooden srnnbard. also a rude 
spear was In attendance. Had It bwi 
left to me I would have put him in the 
stocks also for not wearing enough 
clothes. 
Not far from this ramp El 


Itfercado. (the market'/ a rough struct- 
, ure. merely a large shed without walls 
at ends or sides. 
Squatting on .the 


jrrnund were a number of beady eyed, 
black haired, copper colored diminutive 
women, whose tongue was the VIsayan 
ilialect. Not one in ten could articulate 
n dozen words In Spanish, so we carry 
on business by means of sign language. 


' Their dialect is chiefly "nga" "ang" 


and similar nasal combinations. A lit- 
tle leaf tobacco, boiled Indian corn, 
fastened up in palm leaves, a few beans 
of chocolate (the real thing) lots of 
tuba, a pink colored drink, outwardly 
resembling turkey rhubarb dissolved in 
water and which is'their chief IntnTi- 
cant, fish both dried find raw. some 
manfioeR and a few bananas, and last 
but by no moans least, a sickening 
stench from the open drain all around 
the gutters where filth Is left for 
innn-tbs. 


The currency system Is enough to 


turn your hair gray: the metric sys- 
tem and the olfl Mexican currency sys- 
tem are alongside each other. The unit 
Ts thp dekko( a much battered copper 
coin valued at l%c or dos quartos: 4 
make 5e, 10 make a real or 12%e , 16 
peseto or Me Spanish piece, but 
as 


Spanish silver is at 50 per cent discount. 
16 dekkos only equal an American dime. 
In proportion to the population the per 
capita clrculntlon is very, very little; 
result is that change is difficult to get 
and hard to Veep, and many transac- 
tion3 foil to he settled in consequence 
If yon really must have small change 
the only way Is to go to one of the two 
Chinese stores, who manage to control 
the currency in all the small Filipino 
towns. 
Last -week we had a striking Illustra- 


tion of Philippine justice. 
One native 


stabbed another in the arm. The vic- 
tim was promptly taken, together with 
His assistant, before the chief native of- 
ficial, the "Prestdente Local," who hap- 
pened at the time to be playing bil- 
liards at the only saloon in Bais.

parties of Stanford people have been 
in there. 
Professor Richardson ha* 


been a member of each party, and I 
have been twice. 
Before this year the 


Stanford people have always stayed In 
the canyon but this summer they did 
considerable mountain climbing. 
We 


went first to Fresno by rail.then staged 
60 miles to Millwood, where Is located 
one of the largest logging ramps in the 
state. 


'From Millwood we walked with ft 


pack train for about'three days to get 
Into the grand canyon of Kings river. 
Tills canyon resembles very strongly 
that of the Tosemlte. 
Its walls aver- 


age 3000 feet high. As a canyon it does 
not equal the Yosemlte, for its walls 
are not so sharp or abrupt. 
It has 


this advantage, that It Is very much 
nearer the high peaks of the Sierra 
and that the views of the mountains 
are far grander than In the Yosemlte. 


" 'We had our head camp in the can- 
in, and made trips to the main crest. 


We climbed Mount Brewer, 13,900 feet. 
University Peak, named for the Uni- 
versity of California, and in the main 
crest of the Sierra and Mount Stanford, 
1-1,100 feet. The latter is not In 
the 


main crest, but in the great Kings- 
Kern divide, and is situated in the very 
heart of the Sierra. 


'The ascent of Mount Stanford was 


made by President and Mrs. Jordan 
and the other members of the party. It 
was made from a. lake at the eastern 
base ot Mount Brewer and required 
ten hours of hard but not dangerous 
work. 
President Jordan has a large 


knowledee of mountain climbing, hav- 
ing been in the Alps and Hackles, and 
says he knows' of no single view to be 


?n from a single mountain that equals 


hat from Stanford. 
From' this peak 


uth is a most remarkable great gran- 
e lake basin with 41 large lakes in it. 


'Another expedition was devoted to 
bing the mountains around Keaf- 


arge pass. 
Among the mountains 


imbed was one previously climbed by 
r. Brnrnett Rlxford and two friends 


1897 and by Professor Brown In 1S99. 
his mountain commands an especially 
ne view of a marveous basin lytns be- 
i-een the main crest of the Sierra on 
ie east and Mounts King and Gard- 
er on the west. 
This basin contains 


lakes and a remarkable central in- 


ccessible pinnacle rising 1000 feet from 
ie floor of the basin. Professor Brown 
uggested that we study it, and we got
